THE  ENCYCLOPAEDIA  BRITANNIC  A. 

The  eleventh  edition  of  the  Encyclopaedia  Britannica  has 
recently  been  added  to  the  Reference  Library.  The  work 
comprises  28  volumes  of  960  pages  each — containing  40,000 
articles,  7,500  illustrations,  plates,  and  maps — and  there  is  to  be 
an  index  volume  of  500,000  references.  It  is  claimed  to  be  an 
entirely  new  work  founded  upon  a  fresh  survey  of  the  world  in 
every  department  of  knowledge. 

RE-ORGANISATION  OF  THE  CENTRAL  LIBRARY. 

Following  the  success  of  the  "  open- access  "  method  in  the 
three  Branch  Libraries,  the  Town  Council  has  decided  to  adopt 
the  recommendation  of  the  Libraries  Committee  to  re-organise 
the  Central  Library  upon  the  same  lines.  To  facilitate  the  work 
of  classifying  the  books  on  the  revised  Dewey  Decimal  system, 
and  re-cataloguing  the  stock  of  over  32,000  volumes,  and  to 
permit  of  certain  alterations  being  made,  the  Central  Library 
will  be  closed  after  Saturday  the  17th  June,  for  a  period  of 
about  three  months.  All  books  belonging  to  the  Central  Library 
must  be  returned  not  later  than  that  date.  Books  will  not  be 
issued  for  home  reading  after  the  10th  June. 

The  Branch  Libraries  will  remain  open  as  usual;  and 
Central  Library  borrowers  are  reminded  that  their  membership 
cards  are  available  for  use  at  any  of  the  three  Branches,  which 
contain  a  stock  of  over  22,000  volumes. 


THE  LIBRARY  CIRCULAR. 

SCULPTURE  EXHIBITION. 
BRITISH  WATER-COLOUR  PAINTINGS. 
The  sculpture  exhibition,  of  which  notice  was  given  in  our 
last  issue,  was  opened  in  the  Art  Gallery  on  February  18th,  and 
jj"    to  the  end  of  May  has  been  visited  by  36,750  persons.    The  col- 
»     lection  comprises  100  photographs  of  famous  sculptures,  and  a 
^    number  of  busts  and  plaques,  chiefly  of  North  of  England 
^    celebrities,  including  the  following  :-— 

The  late  Sir  William  Allan,  M.P.,  by  W.  R.  Colton,  A.R.A., 
John  Redmond,  M.P.,  Alderman  Bentley  of  York,  A.  N.  Dodds 
of  North  Shields,  the  late  Right  Hon.  Dr.  Spence  Watson, 
Right  Hon.  Thos.  Burt,  M.P.,  Alexander  Laing,  Rev.  F.  Harms, 
Counc.  Johnston  Wallace,  the  Bishop  of  Durham  (the  Right  Rev. 
H.  C.  G.  Moule),  William  Boyd,  W.  E.  Adams,  Richard  Welford, 
the  Right  Rev.  B  F.  Westcott,  late  Bishop  of  Durham. 

Among  the  other  works  may  be  mentioned  the  following : 
a  bronze  statuette  of  the  Hartlepool  War  Memorial  by  Mr. 
Doyle- Jones,  model  for  the  Jack  Crawford  Monument,  lent  by 
Mr.  Alderman  Annison,  and  studies  by  Mr.  C.  H.  Rogers  and 
Miss  C.  Cook,  etc. 

Our  frontispiece  is  the  marble  bust  of  Thomas  Dixon,  by 
Sir  J.  E.  Boehm,  R.A.,  which  is  one  of  the  permanent  exhibits 
of  the  Gallery.  Thomas  Dixon  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the 
Sunderland  Public  Library,  and  it  was  to  him  that  Ruskin 
addressed  the  well-known  "  Letters  to  a  Working  Man." 

Owing  to  the  success  of  the  exhibition,  the  busts  and 
statuettes  will  remain  on  view  for  a  short  while.  The  photo- 
graphs are  being  removed  from  the  screens  to  make  room  for  the 
Fourth  series  of  British  Water- Colour  Drawings, 
on  loan  from  the  Victoria  and  Albert  Museum,  South  Ken- 
sington. There  are  about  90  works  by  well-known  water-colour 
artists,  arranged  to  show  the  development  of  the  art,  which  is 
originally  British  and  dates  from  the  18th  century. 
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BIBLES  EXHIBITION. 

An  exhibition  of  about  80  Bibles  and  early  Illuminated 
Manuscripts,  brought  together  in  celebration  of  the  300th 
Anniversary  of  the  issue  of  the  Authorised  Version  of  the 
English  Bible,  in  1611,  has  recently  been  opened. 

The  collection  is  made  up  of  loans  from  Mr.  Councillor  G. 
W.  Bain,  Mr.  J.  J.  Kitts,  Rev.  J.  T.  Middlemiss,  Mrs.  William 
Mills,  Mr.  Herbert  S.  Squance,  and  Mr.  Councillor  W.  F.  Vint, 
and  a  number  of  exhibits  from  the  Reference  Department  of  the 
Central  Library.  It  is  on  view  in  the  Museum  Gallery  for  a 
period  of  a  few  months. 

A  catalogue  of  the  exhibits  is  published,  and  may  be 
obtained  gratis  by  visitors  specially  interested,  on  application  to 
the  Art  Gallery  attendant  or  officials. 

FINE  ART  OBJECTS  FROM  THE  VICTORIA  AND 
ALBERT  MUSEUM. 

Four  cases  of  interesting  art  objects,  obtained  on  special 
loan  from  the  Victoria  and  Albert  Museum,  have  recently  been 
placed  on  exhibition  The  collection  includes  examples  of  Delia 
Robbia  ware,  Fictile  Ivories,  Ecclesiastical  Embroideries,  and 
Musical  Instruments. 

Of  these  the  Delia  Robbia  ware  and  the  Ivories  are  of 
chief  interest  at  present,  on  account  of  the  Sculpture  Exhibition 
in  the  Gallery.  The  ware  consists  of  original  work  by  two 
Italian  sculptors,  Luca  della  Robbia  (b.  1399,  d.  1482)  and  his 
nephew  Andrea  della  Robbia.  In  this  ware,  objects  were  first 
modelled  in  clay  and  afterwards  coated  with  a  tin  enamel  and 
baked  :  it  being  thought  that  by  this  means  sculptured  objects 
could  be  made  to  last  nearly  as  long  as  those  carved  in  marble 
and  at  a  much  less  cost. 
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Luca  della  Robbia  was  famous  for  the  classic  purity  of  his 
style  and  the  sweetness  of  expression  of  his  figures.  These 
points  are  well  illustrated  by  his  groups  and  plaques  on  view. 

The  Fictile  Ivories  are  chiefly  in  the  form  of  casts 
of  the  original  carvings,  in  plaster,  which  is  afterwards  dipped 
in  stearine  to  give  them  the  appearance  ancient  ivory.  There 
are  also  a  few  originals. 

In  the  strict  sense,  ivory  is  obtained  only  from  elephants' 
tusks,  but  the  walrus,  narwhal,  and  hippopotamus  also  yield  a 
kind  of  ivory.  There  is  also  another  kind — fossil  ivory, 
obtained  from  the  extinct  mammoth  found  in  Siberia. 

The  earliest  carvings  in  ivory  date  back  to  the  Stone  Age. 
Within  recent  years  in  the  caves  at  La  Madelaine  and  Le 
Moustier  in  the  Dordogne,  numerous  fragments  have  been  found 
of  mammoth's  tusks  and  of  reindeer's  bone  and  horn,  upon 
which  incised  drawings  of  various  animals  have  been  made. 
Copies  of  these  drawings  are  exhibited  near  the  cases  containing 
the  stone  implements. 

The  carvings  exhibited  date  from  the  3rd  to  the  !3th 
centuries,  and  include  examples  of  Roman,  Byzantine,  Car- 
lovingian,  Italian.  French,  and  Q-erman  work.  Most  are  in  the 
form  of  diptychs,  consisting  of  two  tablets  hinged  together, 
carved  on  the  outer  faces,  and  having  the  inner  surfaces  sunk 
to  hold  a  layer  of  wax  on  which  characters  were  marked  by  an 
ivory  or  metallic  stylus.  This  was  the  method  of  writing 
letters  used  by  the  Romans.  Several  examples  of  Roman 
ivories  may  be  seen  in  the  collection. 

The  Embroideries  consist  of  a  number  of  clerical 
vestments,  richly  worked  in  coloured  silks,  velvet,  and  gold  and 
silver  thread.  They  are  of  high -class  English,  German,  French 
Italian,  and  Spanish  workmanship,  and  date  from  the  1 5th  to 
the  1 7th  centuries.    As  of  local  interest,  mention  may  be  made 
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of  a  beautiful  chasuble  formerly  used  at  Hexham  Abbey  in  the 
16th  century. 

The  Musical  Instalments  are  of  both  the  stringed 
and  wind  varieties,  and  comprise  a  lute,  flute,  cither,  guitar, 
violin,  dulcimer,  etc.,  all  of  Continental  workmanship.  Notice- 
able examples  are,  a  French  bag-pipe  of  the  18th  centuiy,  and 
of  a  Venetian  theorbo,  a  kind  of  lute  with  two  necks,  the  latter 
instrument  being  beautifully  inlaid  with  ivory. 


MODELS  OF  A  GRAIN  OF  WHEAT. 
A  series  of  six  models  of  a  grain  of  wheat  have  recently 
been  placed  on  exhibition  in  the  Gallery  of  the  Museum. 
They  are  all  considerably  enlarged,  and  are  designed  to 
show  the  structure  of  the  wheat  grain  or  "berry"  with 
reference  to  bread-making  in  general  and  "  Standard  Bread  "  in 
particular.  The  models  show  that  while  fine  white  flour  may  be 
obtained  from  the  inner  layers,  more  nourishing  flour  may  be 
got  by  including  the  brown  outer  layer,  and  this  is  done  in  the 
modern  products  known  as  "Standard  Bread"  and  "Whole 
Meal  Bread."

THE  RE-ORGANISED  OENTEAL  LENDING  LIBRARY. 
( See  Frontispiece. J 

Since  our  last  issue,  the  Central  Library  has  been  re- 
organised on  the  Open-Access  system,  which  has  proved  so 
successful  in  the  three  Branches.  To  facilitate  the  introduction 
of  the  method,  the  Library  was  closed  for  several  weeks, 
and  re-opened  on  the  19th  October,  1911,  by  the  Rev.  Thomas 
Randell,  D.D.,  V.I). 

A  revision  of  tho  whole  stock  has  been  made,  and  some 
3,O0C  works  no  longer  required  have  been  discarded.  The 
Dewey  Decimal  Classification  has  been  applied  to  each  book,  and 
an  Author  and  Subject  catalogue  embracing  some  60,000  entries 
has  been  written.  This  catalogue  when  typewritten  will  be 
displayed  in  sheaf  form,  as  in  the  Branch  Libraries. 

The  interior  of  the  Library  has  undergone  considerable 
change.  Near  to  the  entrance  is  the  Delivery  Counter,  with 
entrance  and  exit  wickets  controlled  by  the  staff,  as  in  the 
Branches.  The  books  are  arranged  on  shelves  along  the  sides  of 
the  building,  and  also  on  five  long  stacks  arranged  iu.  parallel 
rows  on  the  floor.  The  wall-cases  are  devoted  to  fiction,  up  to 
such  height  as  a  reader  may  reach  by  using  the  single  step 
provided,  and  above  are  reference  books  which  are  dealt  with  by 
the  staff  only,  so  that  so  far  as  the  borrower  is  concerned,  all 
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books  for  home  reading'  are  within  easy  reach.  The  non- 
fictional  classes  are  arranged  in  the  stacks  on  the  floor. 

In  the  Juvenile  section  some  2,200  volumes  are  set  aside, 
in  addition  to  the  provision  of  about  2,500  volumes,  specially  for 
children's  use,  distributed  among  the  Branches. 

For  the  better  consultation  of  works  of  reference,  extra 
accommodation  has  been  allocated  at  the  west  end  of  the  main 
room. 

Owing  to  the  increasingly  overcrowded  state  of  the  Central 
Library,  the  selected  Periodicals  hitherto  shown  on  tables,  must 
be  applied  for  at  the  enquiry  counter  and  consulted  at  a  table 
near  to  the  entrance.  The  temporary  Central  Eeading  Rooms 
in  Athenaeum  Street  are  too  congested  to  accommodate  these 
periodicals. 

The  Location  plan  given  as  a  frontispiece  to  this  issue  of 
the  "Circular"  clearly  indicates  the  positions  of  the  various 
classes  of  Literature. 


THE  SYSTEM  OF  CLASSIFICATION. 

The  introduction  of  the  Open-Access  system  of  issuing  books, 
renders  the  close  classification  of  the  stock  imperative,  and  as 
previously  indicated,  the  Dewey  Decimal  system  (as  used  in  the 
Branches),  has  been  adopted. 

By  this  classification  the  field  of  knowledge  is  divided  into 
ten  main  classes,  numbered  0  to  9,  and  named  as  follows  :

These  divisions  are  further  sub -divided  into  sections  and  sub* 
sections ;  but  it  is  by  no  means  necessary  for  the  reader  to  make 
a  study  of  the  system  in  order  to  use  the  Library.  To  find  a 
book  upon  a  given  subject,  all  that  is  expected  of  the  reader  is 
the  ability  to  consult  an  Alphabetical  Index  of  Subjects,  copies 
of  which  are  on  view  in  the  Library.  Against  the  name  of  the 
required  subject  is  printed  a  subject  number,  and  this  number  is 
common  to  all  books  upon  that  subject,  even  including  the  latest 
additions.  These  numbers  guide  the  reader  to  the  books  on 
the  shelves  (or  to  the  entries  in  the  Subject  catalogue,  should 
he  also  \s  ish  to  ascertain  the  titles  of  works  in  circulation)  which 
are  arranged  in  simple  subject  numerical  order,  and  indicated 
here  and  there  by  a  special  metal  guide  on  the  front  edges  of  the 
shelves. 

There  are  only  two  exceptions  to  this  classification.  The 
first  is  Prose  Fid  ion  in  English,  which  is  arranged  in  the  wall- 
cases  alphabetically  under  authors'  names,  the  books  of  a  given 
author  being  further  arranged  in  alphabetical  order  of  titles. 
The  second  is  Biography,  which  is  arranged  in  two  groups 
(1)  collective,  that  is,  such  works  as  contain  lives  of  more  than 
one  person,  which  are  arranged  alphabetically  under  the  writers' 
names  ;  and  (2)  individual,  that  is,  volumes  limited  to  an  account 
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of  one  person,  and  these  are  arranged  alphabetically  under  the 
name  of  the  person  written  about. 

Readers  experiencing  any  difficulties  in  using  the  Library, 
or  desiring  assistance  in  selecting  books,  are  invited  to  apply  to 
the  Senior  members  of  the  Staff.

LOCAL  FIND  OF  ANCIENT  BRITISH  TUMULUS. 

A  most  important  antiquarian  discovery  has  just  been  made 
by  Mr.  C.  T  Trechmann,  B.Sc,  at  Hasting  Hill,  near  Offerton, 
about  two  miles  front  Sunderland.  The  excavation  of  an  Ancient 
British  Tumulus  or  burial-ground,  has  brought  to  light  pre- 
historic pottery,  flint  implements,  and  also  several  skeletons  in 
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the  characteristic  contracted  posture,  dating  probably  between 
3,000  and  4,000  years  ago. 

Though  the  Museum  is  already  overcrowded,  it  is  hoped  to 
make  arrangements  to  have  the  whole  or  part  of  the  remains 
reconstructed,  by  the  aid  of  photographs  and  sketches  by  Mr. 
Trechmann,  and  placed  on  exhibition  at  a  later  date. 

►SUNDERLAND  NATURALISTS'  ASSOCIATION. 

It  is  interesting  to  record  that  a  Naturalists'  Association 
has  recently  been  founded  for  Sunderland  and  vicinity.  Its 
promoters  have  been  encouraged  by  the  Committee,  and  the 
preliminary  meetings  were  held  in  this  building. 

Two  regular  meetings  of  the  xAssociation  have  already 
taken  place,  at  which  papers  were  read  by  Mr.  G.  W. 
Temperley,  on  "  Birds  of  our  Coast,"  and  by  Mr.  D.  Woolacott, 
D.Sc,  F.G.S.,  on  "  Some  Features  of  the  Geology  of  Sunderland 
District."  Other  papers  to  be  read  during  the  season  are  to  be 
given  by  Messrs.  J.  J.  Kitts,  E.  Leonard  Gill,  M.Sc,  R.  S. 
Bagnall,  F.L.S.,  Wm.  Hood. 

Over  100  members  have  been  enrolled,  which  indicates  that 
a  successful  start  has  been  made.

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TWO  RECENT  LOAN  EXHIBITIONS: 
SCULPTURE  AND  BRITISH  WATER-COLOURS. 

The  exhibition  of  busts,  plaques,  photographs  of  famous 
sculpture,  etc.,  was  closed  on  September  21st.,  the  period  of 
exhibition  having  been  extended  on  account  of  the  popularity  of 
the  exhibits. 

Early  in  June,  the  photographic  portion  of  the  Sculpture 
Exhibition  was  replaced  by  the  Fourth  Series  of  British  Water - 
Colour  Drawings,  kindly  loaned  from  the  Victoria  and  Albert 
Museum,  South  Kensington.  All  the  works  were  by  British 
masters,  and  specially  selected  to  illustrate  the  development  of  the 
water-colour  art,  from  its  commencement  in  the  middle  of  the 
18th  Century,  to  modern  times.  The  pictures,  which  were  much 
appreciated,  were  returned  at  the  end  of  August. 

During  the  period  of  the  two  exhibitions  (February  18th  to 
September  21st)  83,708  persons  visited  the  Grallery,  a  daily 
average  of  4£7. 


VIEWS  OF  OLD  SUNDERLAND. 

An  exhibition,  consisting  of  over  three  hundred  photographs, 
paintings,  engravings,  and  plans,  illustrating  bygone  and  ancient 
features  of  Sunderland  and  vicinity,  has  recently  been  opened  in 
the  Art  Gallery,  and  will  remain  on  view  until  about  the  end  of 
the  year. 

The  series  comprises  views  from  the  permanent  collections 
of  the  institution,  augmented  by  many  additional  examples, 
which  have  been  kindly  placed  on  loan  by  their  respective 
owners,  a  list  of  whom  is  appended.  The  views  are  arranged 
under  four  sections:  (1)  plans  and  general  views,  (2)  Wear- 
mouth  Bridge,  (3)  Old  Sunderland  proper,  (4)  views  of  the 
vicinity  of  Sunderland. 
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One  outstanding  feature  of  the  exhibition  is  the  number 
and  variety  of  the  views  of  the  Bridge,  some  of  which  are  of 
great  rarity  and  interest.  Several  of  the  photographs  are  about 
sixty  years  old,  and  constitute  important  records  of  buildings  of 
the  town,  which  have  long  since  been  demolished  to  make  way 
for  modern  extensions  and  improvements. 

By  invitation  of  the  Committee,  a  monthly  meeting  of  the 
Sunderland  Antiquarian  Society  was  held  in  the  Gallery,  on  the 
14th  November,  when  the  members  made  a  close  study  of  the 
views.  Following  the  inspection,  Mr.  James  Patterson  read  a 
paper  entitled  "The  Birthplace  of  Bede — Sunderland,  not 
Jarrow."  An  interesting  discussion  ensued,  in  which  Mr. 
Councillor  Rose,  of  Jarrow,  and  others,  took  part.

SPECIAL  BOOK  LISTS. 

Among  the  lists  of  books  on  special  subjects  issued  during 
the  last  quarter,  mention  may  be  made  of  two.  The  first 
is  in  connection  with  the  present  session  of  The  University 
Extension  Society's  Lectures,  being  delivered  in  the  town,  on 
"  The  Inspiration  of  Greece,  '  by  Mr.  J.  B.  Stoughton  Rolborn, 
M.A.,  F.R.G.S.  The  list  comprises  :  History  of  Civilization  in 
general,  Greek  History  ;  Archaeology  ;  Philosophy  ;  Mythology  ; 
Political-  Science  ;  Education  ;  Art ;  and  Literature.  There  are 
417  volumes  in  it  and  copies  have  been  supplied  to  the  Lecturer 
for  distribution. 

The  second  list  concerns  the  manufacturing  interests  of  the 
town,  and  deals  with  books  on  "  Shipbuilding,  including  Naval 
Architecture,  Marine  Engineering,  Boiler- Making,  Seamanship, 
and  Navigation."  It  represents  505  volumes  in  the  Libraries  on 
these  subjects.  Mention  may  be  made  that  the  last  work 
published  on  Diesel  oil  engines  for  ships— Chalkley's  "  Diesel 
engines  for  land  and  marine  work  " — has  been  added  to  each 
library.  This  is  a  very  important  subject  to  Marine  Engineers 
and  Shipbuilders  at  present. 

Copies  of  the  lsat  list  have  been  sent  to  the  various  local 
Shipbuilding  and  Marine  Engineering  Works,  for  distribution 
among  those  employees  to  whom  they  are  of  use,  and  to  others 
interested  in  Seamanship  and  Navigation. 
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THE  LOCAL  PRE-HISTORIC  REMAINS. 

(See  Frontispiece  J . 

The  pre-historic  remains  from  the  barrow  or  ancient  burial- 
ground  at  Hasting  Hill,  near  Sunderland,  excavated  last 
November,  by  Mr.  C.  T.  Trechmann,  B.Sc,  are  now  on 
permanent  exhibition  in  the  room  adjoining  the  Art  Gallery. 
Two  of  the  cists  are  in  a  case,  set  up  precisely  as  found, 
and  most  of  the  other  items  are  on  view  in  one  of  the  desk- 
cases  in  the  Museum  Gallery  adjacent,  together  with  other 
pre-historic  remains  found  some  years  ago  at  West  Boldon, 
Ryhope,  and  Fulwell.  The  remainder,  which  will  be  exhibited 
later,  may  be  seen  on  application  to  the  Director. 

The  Barrow,  a  round  example,  about  thirty-five  feet  in 
diameter,  probably  belongs  to  the  transitionary  period  from  the 
Neolithic  age  to  the  early  bronze  period,  considered  to  be 
about  4,000  years  ago.  It  contained  both  burnt  and 
unburnt  burials.  All  the  pottery  found  was  of  course  hand- 
made, the  potter's  wheel  not  being  used  in  Britain  until  the 
early  Iron  age,  commencing  500  b.c. 

Grave  of  Adult  Male. 

The  larger  cist  or  grave  in  the  case  was  the  primary  burial 
of  the  barrow.  It  was  the  earliest  deposit  in  the  barrow  and 
that  over  which  the  mound  was  erected  ;  all  the  rest  were 
secondary  interments  let  in  after  the  mound  was  constructed. 
It  was  sunk  to  a  depth  of  1^  ft.  in  the  limestone  of  the  hill-top, 
lined  with  slabs  of  sandstone  and  magnesian  limestone,  and 
covered  with  a  large  slab  of  sandstone,  which  has  been  left  on 
the  mound  to  mark  the  site  of  the  excavation.  The  grave  lay 
east  and  west,  and  the  skeleton,  that  of  a  man  about  fifty  years 
of  age,  lay  on  its  right  side  facing  south,  the  head  to  the  west, 
the  hands  in  front  of  the  face,  and  the  legs  doubled  up,  as  shown 
in  the  frontispiece.  There  are  evidences  of  a  greenstick  fracture 
(that  is,  fracture  in  childhood),  on  one  of  the  ribs  ;  also  traces  of 
rheumatism  in  some  of  the  joints. 
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The  accompanying  objects  consist  of  a  vessel  of  the  drinking- 
cup  type  placed  near  the  face,  which  presumably  contained  food, 
a  rough  flint  knife  in  front  of  the  body,  and  a  bone  pin  behind 
the  shoulder.  The  pin  may  have  fastened  some  garment,  or 
have  fallen  out  of  the  hair.  Remains  of  food  also  occurred  in 
the  cist,  viz.,  burnt  animal  bones,  unburnt  fish  bones,  bird  bones, 
and  periwinkle  shells. 

Grave  of  a  Child. 

This  cist  is  made  of  four  upright  slabs  of  magnesian  lime- 
stone found  undisturbed,  and  bad  coverstones  over  the  top.  It 
was  constructed  on  the  limestone  in  the  extreme  N.  E.  edge  of 
the  barrow,  and  lay  in  a  S.S.E.  and  N.N.W.  direction.  The 
skeleton  is  that  of  a  child  who  was  under  eighteen  months  old, 
and  lay  upon  its  right  side  in  a  contracted  position,  head  to  the 
south-east  and  facing  east.  A  small  decorated  food-vessel  was 
found  behind  the  head.  The  only  other  objects  found  in  the 
cist  were  a  splinter  of  flint,  and  the  burnt  tooth  of  an  animal. 
There  are  indications,  in  the  curvature  of  the  leg-bonos,  that  the 
child  suffered  from  rickets. 

A  pick,  made  of  a  stag's  antler,  was  found  amongst  lime- 
stone rubble  near  the  primary  grave.  The  end  of  a  similar 
pick  was  found  in  the  grave,  having  doubtless  been  broken  off 
while  excavating  the  limestone. 

The  entire  find  was  described  in  papers  read  before  the 
Sunderland  Antiquarian  Society  on  9th  January,  1912,  namely, 
"  Recent  Finds  of  Pre -historic  Remains  near  Offerton,"  by 
C.  T.  Trechmann,  B.Sc,  and  "  Notes  and  Deductions  from  the 
Skeletons,"  by  T.  Coke  Squance,  M.D.,  F.R.S.  Ed.  It  was 
reported  in  the  "  Sunderland  Daily  Echo,"  13th  November, 
1911,  and  10th  January,  1912  At  a  later  date  the  papers  will 
be  printed  hi  extenso  in  the  annual  volume  of  the  "Antiquities 
of  Sunderland,"  published  by  the  Society. 

Historical  Notes. 

The  Dugout  Canoe,  on  view  in  the  same  room,  was 
found  some  years  ago  in  the  River  Wear,  about  a  mile  from 
Hasting  Hill,  and  is  typical  of  the  boats  used  by  the  men  of  the 
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same  period  as  the  find.  It  was  illustrated  in  the  1910  Spring 
issue  of  this  "  Circular." 

Some  idea  of  the  stone  and  metal  implements  used  by  early 
man,  and  their  gradual  development,  may  be  gathered  from  the 
exhibits  in  the  long  sloping  desk-case  opposite  the  remains. 
The  implements  are  arranged  in  the  following  chronological 
order:  Eolithic,  Palaeolithic,  Neolithic,  and  Bronze  periods. 
Those  marked  Neolithic  and  Bronze  are  such  as  might  have 
been  used  in  hollowing  the  canoe. 

It  is  interesting  to  compare  the  long  period  of  time  since  the 
burial  of  these  remains  (estimated  at  about  4,000  years,  or 
2, 100  years  before  Christ)  with  a  few  of  the  following  outstanding 
features  in  history  :  — 

In  Biographical  History,  the  burial  probably  took  place 
about  the  time  of  Abraham  (2,000  B.C.) 

2,800  years  before  the  time  of  BEDE  (born  in  Sunderland 

673  a.d.) 
2,000  years  before  Csesar. 
1,100  years  before  David  and  Solomon. 
800  years  before  Moses. 

In  the  History  of  Nations  : 

3,000  years  before  the  landing  of  William  the  Conqueror. 
Before  the  Roman  Empire,  the  zenith  of  Greece,  and 
early  in  the  history  of  Babylonia.

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ART  LOANS   FROM  SOUTH  KENSINGTON 
MUSEUM. 

Four  cases  of  selected  art  objects  comprising  Glass,  Bronzes, 
Porcelain  and  Ironwork,  have  recently  been  placed  on  exhibition 
in  the  Museum,  for  a  period  of  about  a  year,  by  the  kindness  of 
the  authorities  of  the  Victoria  and  Albert  Museum. 

The  44  examples  of  Glass,  comprise :  English  (Bristol) 
about  1820;  Nailsea,  19th  century;  Dutch  18th  century; 
Spanish  1870;  Venetian  16th  to  17th  century;  Bohemian  19th 
Century  ;  Ancient  Cyprian  late  Ptolemaic  or  Roman  period ; 
Persian  ;  Spanish  16th  to  17th  century. 

There  are  29  Reproductions  of  Italian  Bronzes,  from  the 
14th  to  17th  centuries. 

The  37  specimens  of  English  Porcelain,  1 8th.  and  19th 
centuries,  include  :  Rockingham,  Oaughley,  Spode,  Bow, 
Chelsea,  Chelsea-Derby,  Crown  Derby,  Worcester,  Lowestoft, 
etc. 

Ironwork  consists  of  26  examples  of  English  17th  and  18th 
centuries,  French  16th  and  17th,  Italian  16th  and  17th, 
German  14th,  loth,  16th,  and  17th  centuries. 


ADDITION  TO  THE  ART  GALLERY. 

The  frontispiece  of  this  issue  of  the  "  Circular"  illustrates 
a  recent  purchase  of  the  Committee  for  the  Art  Gallery. 

The  painting,  a  water-colour,  is  entitled  "  A  Sunny  Corner," 
and  created  much,  interest  at  the  Royal  Academy,  where  it  was 
exhibited  last  year.  The  artist  is  a  native  of  Sunderland  : 
Mr.  W.  Kay  Blacklock,  A.R.C.A.,  whose  works  are  much 
sought  after  for  important  exhibitions.  The  Liverpool  Cor- 
poration recently  purchased  one  of  his  paintings  in  oils, 
entitled,  "  Going  to  Market." 
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EXHIBITIONS. 

The  exhibition  in  the  Gallery  of  Selected  works  by  Past 
and  Present  Students  of  the  Sunderland  School  of  Art,  was 
closed  on  the  29th  May,  after  being  open  three  months.  During 
that  time  29,634  persons — an  average  of  502  per  day — visited 
the  Gallery.  The  collection  proved  a  surprise  to  many,  and 
created  considerable  interest,  calling  forth  numerous  apprecia- 
tory  comments  on  the  work  of  the  students  and  the  Art  Master, 
Mr.  C.  H.  Eogers,  A.E.C.A. 

The  Students'  exhibition  has  been  succeeded  by  one  of 
modern  paintings  and  photographs  of  Scenery  in  Durham 
County.  It  is  of  considerable  artistic  and  topographical  interest, 
and  a  number  of  well-known  beauty  spots  are  depicted  by 
prominent  local  and  other  artists. 

The  Committee  record  their  thanks  to  the  artists  and  owners 
already  mentioned  in  the  pi  ess,  who  have  so  kindly  contributed 
to  the  Exhibition,  which  will  remain  open  until  about  the  end 
of  August. 

Through  the  kindness  of  the  artist,  and  the  Senate  of  the 
University  of  Durham,  the  large  portrait  to  be  presented  in  the 
autumn  to  the  Very  Eeverend  G.  W.  Kitchin,  D.D.,  F.S.A., 
Dean  of  Durham  and  First  Chancellor  of  the  University  of 
Durham,  has  been  lent  for  a  few  weeks.  This  striking  portrait 
of  one  of  our  most  prominent  divines  and  scholars,  is  the  work 
of  Mr.  J.  W.  Schofield,  R.B.A.,  of  London,  who  also  contributes 
to  the  County  Scenery  Exhibition  two  very  pleasing  and 
unusual  oil  paintings  of  Durham  Cathedral.

THE  LATE  DEAN  KITCHIN. 

Our  frontispiece  is  a  photograph  taken  from  a  large  portrait 
in  oils  of  the  late  Gr.  W.  Kitchin,  D.D.,  F.S.A.,  Chancellor  of 
the  University  of  Durham,  who  passed  away  on  October  13th, 
in  his  85th  year. 

The  portrait  was  painted  by  Mr.  J.  W.  Schofield,  R.B  A., 
and  was  to  have  been  presented  at  an  early  date  by  the  Senate 
of  the  University,  to  the  late  Dean.  Pending  the  presentation, 
it  has  been  exhibited  in  our  Art  Gallery  for  several  weeks, 
where  it  still  remains. 

As  a  theologian,  author,  and  more  especially  as  an  out. 
standing  historian  of  France,  Dean  Kitchin  earned  a  world-wide 
reputation. 

The  Sunderland  Public  Libraries  were  honoured  by  his 
close  personal  interest  and  frequent  assistance,  and  during  the 
last  few  years  he  kept  in  touch  with  many  of  the  details  of  their 
administration.  He  performed  the  opening  ceremony  of  the 
West  Branch  Library  on  June  30th,  1909,  and  a  tablet  at  the 
entrance  to  the  building  records  this  fact.  Later,  when  the 
third  Branch — Monkwearmouth — was  opened  by  Dr.  Carnegie, 
he  was  among  the  principal  speakers  and  referred  in  high  praise 
to  the  important  position  of  Public  Libraries  in  social  life. 
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In  him,  our  institutions  have  lost  a  good  friend  ;  and  all 
democratic  movements — a  sympathetic  and  outspoken  champion, 
of  whom  it  may  truly  be  said,  "  he  based  all  his  actions  upon  a 
principle  of  right ;  preserved  his  integrity  of  character,  and  in 
doing  this,  never  reckoned  the  cost." 

GIFT  OF  WORKS  IN  FOREIGN  LANGUAGES. 

A  valuable  gift  of  68  works  in  various  foreign  languages, 
listed  on  pages  83  and  84  of  this  issue  of  the  "  Circular,"  has  been 
made  by  Mr.  G.  0  Wight,  J. P.,  a  member  of  our  Committee, 
well  known  for  his  interest  in  the  popularisation  of  foreign 
languages.  His  recent  gift  will  prove  of  much  value  in 
strengthening  our  section  of  foreign  literature.

LORD  ROSEBERY  ON  LIBRARIES. 
Quite  a  stir  has  been  raised  in  the  newspaper  press  during 
the  past  year  in  which  the  speeches  of  Lord  Rosebery  have  been 
made  to  do  duty  in  attacking  public  libraries.  But  what  is 
apparent  to  anyone  taking  the  trouble  to  read  the  whole  of  these 
utterances  is  the  fact  that  jests  and  humourous  remarks,  which 
were  followed  by  the  hearty  applause  of  the  audiences — always 
gatherings  in  connection  with  the  opening  of  new  libraries — 
have  been  distorted  and  published  apart  from  the  contents. 
The  result  is  that  Lord  Rosebery  has  come  to  be  regarded  by 
the  book-loving  public  as  a  preacher  of  heretical  doctrines  ;  and 
on  the  other  hand  as  the .  champion  of  those  critics  who  readily 
clutch  any  remark  supposed  to  come  from  a  leader,  by  which 
they  can  express  their  censures,  or  lack  of  sympathy  with  any 
public  work  for  the  uplifting  of  the  people.  Speaking  at  the 
opening  of  a  great  library  last  November  he  humourously 
likened  it  to  "a  cemetery  of  books,"  but  in  the  same  address  he 
referred  to  Mr.  Carnegie's  "  beneficence,  which  had  eD circled  the 
globe  with  a  girdle  of  public  libraries,  which  were  highly 
appreciated  now,  and  would  be  appreciated  tenfold  by  genera- 
tions to  come — masterpieces  of  philanthropy,  and  one  of  the 
greatest  benefactions  of  the  age."  Just  the  other  day  when  speak- 
ing on  the  influence  of  books  the  Earl  of  Mid-Lothian  told  his 
neighbours  of  Peebleshire  that  he  had  spent  his  life  in  opening 
libraries,  adding  facetiously,  "I  am  weary  to  death  of  libraries." 
This  expression,  again  bereft  of  its  setting  and  the  spirit  in 
which  it  was  uttered,  has  been  published  broadcast,  but 
without  mention  of  the  following  qualifying  and  commendatory 
pronouncements  upon  books  and  libraries  from  the  same  speech  : 
"  Man  was  not  meant  to  live  by  books  alone,  but  the  opportunity  of 
reading  such  as  is  given  by  this  admirable  institution  [a  public  library], 
the  opportunity  of  reading,  the  opportunity  of  plucking  and  culling, 
the  opportuuity  of  selecting  literature  for  yourself  is  one  of  the 
greatest  boons  that  poor  humanity  can  receive." 

"I  view  books  from  a  three -fold  point  of  view.  In  the  first  place, 
they  are  the  tools  that  you  require  for  your  various  professions,  law, 
theology,  engineering,  or  the  like ;  then,  books  furnish  to  you 
literature,  and  they  furnish  to  you  recreation." 
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"  .  .  .  the  object  of  all  libraries  and  such  institutions  must  be  in 
the  long  run  the  formation  of  character." 

" .  .  .  the  pleasure  of  reading  .  .  .  the  society  of  the  best 
men  and  women  you  can  find  .  .  .  the  combination  of  the  two  is 
the  ideal." 

That  Lord  Rosebery  rightly  values  public  libraries  and 
reckons  them  among  the  greatest  agencies  of  intellectual  advance, 
ment  is  beyond  doubt,  as  the  following  additional  statements 
culled  from  his  recent  speeches  go  to  substantiate. 

"  Each  community  should  have  a  handy,  useful,  practical  library 
containing  every  book  a  reasonable  human  being  was  likely  to  want — say 
50,000  at  present." 

' '  The  reading  of  books  is  the  most  innocent  resource  of  life,  the 
greatest  secular  solace  of  old  age." 

"I  believe  that  this  great  work  of  public  libraries  is  a  counter- 
irritant  to  intellectual  apathy." 

PORTRAIT  OF  MR.  ROBERT  CAMERON,  M.P. 

The  portrait  collection  has  just  been  increased  by  the 
generosity  of  Mr,  Robert  Cameron,  M.P.,  who  has  presented  to 
our  Gallery,  through  Mr.  Councillor  George  S.  Lawson,  a 
portrait  of  himself,  painted  by  Mr.  Frank  S.  Ogilvie. 

Mr.  Cameron  has  been  closely  and  actively  interested  in  the 
growth  of  the  Libraries,  Museum,  and  Art  Gallery  from  their 
inception,  and  the  portrait  will  be  esteemed  by  the  many  who 
app  eciate  his  valuable  efforts. 

EXHIBITION  OF  PEN  AND  PENCIL  DRAWINGS. 

There  has  been  placed  on  exhibition  in  the  Gallery  for  a 
period  of  one  month  (October  22nd  to  November  19th),  a 
collection  of  drawings  executed  by  members  of  the  Pen  and 
Pencil  Society,  London,  and  exhibited  there  early  in  the  year,  as 
the  second  annual  exhibition  of  the  Society. 

The  collection  consists  of  over  100  excellent  specimens  of 
black  and  white  work  by  about  a  score  of  well  known  artists. 
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There  is  a  supplementary  selection  of  37  drawings  executed 
and  kindly  lent  by  Mr.  George  Horton,  of  South  Shields. 

A  Catalogue  of  the  collection,  together  with  a  list  of  books 
in  the  Libraries  dealing  with  the  subject  of  Drawing,  has  been 
printed  and  is  on  sale  in  the  Gallery  at  a  charge  of  one  penny. 

FOETHCOMING  "  GEMS"  EXHIBITION. 

The  Committee  are  making  arrangements  to  hold  an  exhi- 
biti  n  from  the  middle  of  December  to  about  the  end  of  March, 
1913,  of  an  important  collection  of  masterpieces  of  modern  art, 
selected  from  the  Galleries  of  the  thirty  principal  towns  of 
Great  Britain. 

The  Authorities  of  the  various  towns  are  giving  the  Com- 
mittee strong  support  in  their  effort  and  already  a  number  of 
important  works  have  been  promis<  d.  The  exhibition  should 
rank  among  the  most  popular  ever  held  in  the  North  of 
England.

THE  LATE  MR.  ROBERT  CAMERON,  J.P.,  M.P. 
1825—1913. 

In  our  last  issue  of  the  "  Circular  "  we  recorded  the  loss 
which  our  Libraries  suffered  in  the  death  of  the  Very  Reverend 
G.  W.  Kitchin,  D.D  ,  Dean  of  Durham,  who  took  deep  interest 
in  the  work  of  the  various  departments.  In  this  issue  we  have 
to  record  the  passing  of  another  important  friend  in  the  person 
of  Mr.  Robert  Cameron,  J.P.,  M.P.,  who  was  one  of  the  early 
and  most  energetic  pioneers  of  the  Institutions. 

For  ten  years  he  was  Chairman  of  the  Library,  Museum, 
and  Art  Gallery  Committee,  and  was  Honorary  Curator  of  the 
Museum  and  Art  Gallery  to  the  time  of  his  death  on  the 
13th  February,  1913.  Only  those  in  close  touch  with  our' 
Institutions  can  thoroughly  realise  the  important  and  valuable 
assistance  which  he  gave  to  their  development  in  the  early  years 
of  their  existence,  more  especially  the  Museum  section,  to  which 
he  contributed  many  valuable  geological  specimens. 

Born  at  Fortingall  in  Perthshire,  15th  November,  1825, 
he  received  his  early  training  in  the  parish  school  of  which  his 
father,  a  Baptist  minister,  was  the  first  schoolmaster.  Sub- 
sequently he  continued  his  studies  in  the  Borough  Road  College, 
London,  and  in  1846  came  to  Sunderland,  where  he  became 
master  of  the  Nicholson  Street  School,  and  later  headmaster  of 
the  Friends'  British  School.    Many  of  his  old  scholars  who  are 
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to-day  prominent  citizens  at  home  and  abroad,  bear  testimony  to 
his  fine  personality  and  to  his  outstanding  ability  as  a  teacher. 

Prior  to  becoming  M.P.  for  the  Houghton-le-Spring 
division  of  Durham  County,  in  1895,  a  seat  which  he  held  until 
his  death,  Mr.  Cameron  occupied  many  public  offices  in  the 
town  of  his  adoption,  among  which  were  the  following :  — 
Member  of  the  Board  of  Guardians,  1869—1894  ;  Member  of 
the  School  Board  prior  to  the  passing  of  the  Elementary 
Education  Act  of  1 870,  and  for  twenty  years  after ;  Chairman  of 
the  School  Board,  1877—1885;  elected  a  Town  Councillor  in 
1876;  and  Alderman,  1892,  retired  1896. 

At  the  funeral  service  in  Brookwood  Cemetery,  London, 
the  following  tribute  was  paid  to  the  memory  of  the  deceased 
gentleman  by  his  intimate  friend,  the  Rev.  John  Clifford, 
D.D.  :— 

' '  Dwelling  in  the  light  of  these  Scriptures,  we  do  not  sorrow  over  the 
departure  of  our  old  friend  as  those  without  strong  consolation  or  bright  hope 
We  know  and  are  sure  that  '  God  is  light,  and  that  in  Him  is  no  darkness  at 
all ' ;  and  though  to  us  death  wears  a  dark  and  repellant  aspect,  yet  to  Him, 
who  is  '  light,'  death  itself  is  light,  and  as  '  we  walk  in  the  light '  and  '  see 
light  in  His  light,'  we  judge  death  as  He  judges  it,  as  '  only  a  way,'  a 
covered  way,  we  know,  but  still  a  way  which  He  in  His  wisdom  and  love  has 
planned,  and  therefore  a  way  which 

Opens  into  light, 
Wherein  no  blinded  child  can  stray 
Beyond  the  Father's  sight. 

A  covered  way  into  a  life  that  is  free  from  loss  and  limitation,  without  pains 
and  suffering  ;  a  way  into  blessed  expeiiences  of  purity  and  growth,  freedom 
and  joy,  impossible  to  us  here.  It  is  into  that  life  our  friend  has  gone. 
'Absent  from  the  body,'  he  is  'at  home  with  the  Lord'  he  loved,  whose 
good  news  he  was  glad  to  preach,  and  to  whose  Kingdom  of  righteousness 
and  peace  and  joy  in  the  Holy  Ghost  he  consecrated  all  his  powers. 

For  the  life  he  has  lived  on  earth  we  this  day  give  God  hearty  thanks.  It 
was  a  great  life  as  well  as  a  long  one,  and  rich  in  the  quality  and  quantity  of 
its  spiritual  and  social  fruitage  His  was  an  entirely  dedicated  will. 
Guided  by  a  godly  father,  he  early  found  the  one  true  and  noble  path,  and 
walked  in  it  with  steadfast  foot  and  chivalrous  soul  to  the  end  In  his  young- 
manhood  he  saw  that  the  secret  of  a  true  life  is  not  the  retention  of  the  good 
we  receive  or  achieve  for  ourselves,  but  the  free  distribution,  the  generous 
and  self-sacnficing  sharing  of  that  good  with  others. 

Nor  did  he  delay  the  task  of  perfecting  his  intellectual  and  moral  equip- 
ment for  his  life  work  on  the  one  hand,  or  the  offering  of  his  whole  self  on 
the  altar  of  service  on  the  other.  As  Carlyle  would  have  said,  he  was  '  a 
man  with  an  eye.'  He  saw  into  man  as  man  ;  the  miner  and  the  employer 
understood  his  needs,  believed  in  his  possibilities,  and  with  the  audacity  and 
faith  of  a  pioneer  struck  out  into  new  ventures  of  activity  for  promoting  the 
growth  and  usefulness  of  the  men  round  about  him.  Hence,  he  was  a 
I  reformer,  a  progressive  and  a  prophet — a  reformer  with  fine  ideals  and  ex- 
haustless  zeal,  a  progressive  of  sane  judgment  and  ripened  thought,  and  a 
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prophet  of  philosophic  mind,  who,  whilst  glowing  at  a  white  heat  with  the 
enthusiasm  of  humanity,  never  failed  in  sweet  reasonableness,  wide  outlook, 
or  sympathetic  consideration  for  those  who  could  not  keep  step  with  his 
aggressive  advances. 

Notably,  whilst  distinctly  a  friend  of  men,  he  was  the  inspirer  and  guide 
of  the  young.  He  always  bade  them  be  of  hope,  fed  their  faith  in  them- 
selves, quenched  their  despair,  strengthened  their  convictions,  quickened  their 
zest  for  knowledge  and  self  culture,  lifted  them  to  high  ideals,  and  nourished 
their  patient  endurance  of  the  dull  and  drab  actual.  From  thousands  of 
voices  the  testimony  comes  that  his  influence  was  educative,  elevating,  and 
formative  of  a  strong  and  robust  manhood  ;  and  I  know  that  nothing  gave  him 
greater  satisfaction  in  his  later  years  than  to  hear  of  the  high  position  and 
wide  usefulness  of  those  in  whose  training  he  had  had  a  large  share 

In  the  soul  of  him  he  was  a  Puritan — a  Puritan  of  the  type  of  Milton  and 
Cromwell,  eager  for  knowledge,  unwearied  in  self -discipline,  entirely  sure 
that  love  is  at  the  heart  of  things,  and  invincible  in  his  faith  in  the  Unseen  ; 
a  politician  whose  religion  was  so  essentially  central  to  his  life  that  he  could 
no  more  separate  the  one  from  the  other  than  breathing  from  human 
existence.  His  interest  in  municipal  and  Parliamentary  work  sprang  out  of, 
and  was  fostered  by,  his  devotion  to  justice,  to  the  cause  of  Temperance, 
peace,  brotherhood,  and  goodwill  amongst  men  ;  to  the  abolition  of  tyranny 
and  oppression ;  to  the  education  of  the  young  citizen,  the  protection  of  the 
weak,  and  the  succour  of  the  aged  ;  to  the  welfare  of  the  individual,  in  all  its 
modes  of  development,  and  to  the  prosperity  and  happiness  of  the  Common- 
wealth— an  interest  which  remained  fresh  and  keen  in  his  latest  years,  as  his 
votes  in  Parliament  fully  prove.  He  stood  for  all  that  is  best  in  civic  and  in 
public  life,  because  he  was  lifted  above  the  ordinary  plane  of  living  by  the 
sincerity  of  his  soul,  the  purity  of  his  motives,  the  simplicity  of  his  nature, 
and  his  strenuous  pursuit  of  the  highest  ends.  His  fidelity  to  conviction  was 
as  thorough  as  it  had  become  inevitable.  His  integrity  was  without  a  stain. 
In  his  courage  he  calmly  faced  all  risks,  and  thought  little  of  them  m 
devotion  to  a  chosen  cause.  His  well-planned  and  finely -developed  character, 
his  richly -furnished  and  logical  mind,  his  same  judgment  and  attractive 
personality  won  the  confidence  of  his  many  friends,  and  make  his  memory  a 
valuable  and  cherished  possession. 

For  a  little  space  we  say  '  farewell '  to  our  beloved  friend,  and  as  we  do  it 
we  offer  devoutest  thanks  to  God  for  so  precious  a  gift.

NEW   COVER  DESIGN. 

This  issue  of  the  "Circular"  appears  under  a  new  cover 
which  has  been  specially  designed  to  the  requirements  of  the 
Committee,  by  Miss  Caroline  Hall,  a  student  of  the  Sunder- 
land School  of  Art,  whose  work  shows  evidence  of  much 
promise.

BLIND  VISITORS   TO   THE    MUSEUM    &  ART 
GALLERY. 

A  series  of  experiments  in  showing-  some  of  the  contents 
of  the  Museum  and  Art  Gallery  to  the  local  adult  and  juvenile 
Blind,  through  the  sense  of  touch,  has  recently  been  carried 
out  in  our  central  institution,  by  the  Director,  with  the  per- 
mission and  encouragement  of  the  Libraries,  Museum  and 
Art  Gallery  Committee,  tog-ether  with  the  assistance  of  a  num- 
ber of  ladies  and  g-entlemen,  who  kindly  g-ave  their  services 
voluntarily. 

The  demonstrations  for  the  adult  blind  took  place  on  Sun- 
day afternoons,  and  those  for  the  juveniles  have  followed  on 
the  Monday  mornings.  Short  lectures  delivered  on  special 
subjects  by  competent  lecturers  were  followed  by  the  handling- 
of  the  objects  referred  to,  under  the  g-uidance.  and  with  ad- 
ditional explanations  of  capable  guides. 

It  is  owing  to  the  appreciation  of  a  few  small  experiments 
with  the  blind  children  from  our  Council  schools  a  few  years 
ago,  that  these  larg-er  efforts  have  been  made,  with  results 
which  have  proved  highly  satisfactory  and  in  some  respects 
remarkable. 

Details  of  the  experiments  are  not  yet  available,  but  with 
the  hope  of  wider  development,  it  is  intended  to  report  them 
at  the  annual  conference  of  the  Museums  Association  at  Hull, 
about  the  middle  of  July. 
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ETCHINGS  AND  ENGRAVINGS,  ETC. 

ART  LOANS  FROM  SOUTH   KENSINGTON  MUSEUM. 

An  Exhibition  of  Etching's  and  Engravings,  tog-ether 
with  two  specially  arranged  cases  of  tools  and  materials 
used  in  Etching  and  Engraving,  is  at  present  on  view  in  the 
Art  Gallery.  These  very  instructive  and  interesting  exhibits 
will  remain  on  view  for  a  few  months  and  it  is  proposed  to 
arrange  for  a  lecture  on  "The  art  of  Engraving,"  before  the 
close  of  the  Exhibition. 

Four  cases  of  Enamels  and  Jewellery,  English  Silver- 
smiths' work,  Chinese  and  Japanese  Porcelain,  Oriental 
Embroideries,  and  European  Laces,  are  also  on  view  in  the 
Room  adjoining  the  Gallery.  One  of  the  cases  contains  six 
small  vases,  showing  stages  in  the  interesting  process  of  cloi- 
sonne production.  These  loans,  while  of  interest  to  the  gen- 
eral public,  will  prove  specially  useful  to  Art  Students  and 
prospective  exhibitors  at  the  forthcoming  triennial  exhibi- 
tion of  the  Arts  and  Crafts  Association,  to  be  held  in  October 
next.

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36  lives  from  drowning  on  separate  occasions,  in  various  parts 
of  the  world — an  unique  record  which  called  forth  the  expres- 
sion from  Mr.  Carnegie  "He  is  the  bravest  man  I  have  ever 
met,  you  should  never  let  the  memory  of  this  Sunderland 
man  die." 

The  edition  of  the  biography  recently  published  under 
the  direction  of  a  Committee  of  local  gentleman,  who  admired

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COMMITTEE  CHAIRMANSHIP. 

It  is  with  regret  that  the  Committee  record  the  resigna- 
tion of  Mr.  Aid.  William  Burns,  j.p.,  from  the  Chairmanship 
of  the  Libraries,  Museum,  and  Art  Gallery  Committee.  At 
the  Annual  Meeting-,  Aid.  Burns  informed  the  members  that 
owing  to  the  condition  of  his  health,  and  under  medical 
advice,  he  was  reluctantly  compelled  to  resign  his  position  as 
Chairman.  Aid.  Burns,  has  held  the  position  for  16  years, 
and  during  the  whole  period  has  shown  deep  interest  and 
practical  sympathy  in  the  work  of  the  institutions.  His  wide 
business  knowledge  has  been  of  important  service  to  the 
Committee,  and  on  several  occasions  he  has  acted  as  a  gen- 
erous and  kindly  host  and  donor.  A  few  years  ago  he  pur- 
chased and  presented  one  of  the  sites  (Kayll  Road),  necessary 
for  the  three  branch  libraries,  built  by  Mr.  Carnegie. 

In  accepting  the  resignation,  the  Committee  have  ex- 
pressed the  hope  that  Aid.  Burns  will  soon  be  sufficiently 
restored  to  health  to  permit  him  to  act  as  a  member  of  that 
body,  and  so  give  it  the  benefit  of  his  long  experience. 
Mr.  Councillor  John  Hindmarch,  who  has  been  Vice- 
Chairman  for  11  years,  and  has  acted  for  Aid.  Burns  during 
his  indisposition,  was  unanimously  elected  to  the  Chairman- 
ship, and  Mr.  Councillor  G.  W.  Bain  to  the  position  of  Vice- 
Chairman 

THE    PAST   YEAR'S  ISSUES. 

The  number  of  volumes  issued  from  the  Libraries  for  the 
year  ending  31st  October,  1913,  was  practically  the  same  as 
that  of  the  previous  year  ;  the  actual  figures  being  358,506 
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for  297  days  open,  against  362,814  for  299  days  open  during 
the  previous  year,  which  was  the  highest  on  record.  The 
slight  decrease,  equal  to  about  a  day's  issue,  may  be  attri- 
buted to  the  fine  summer,  good  trade,  and  a  slightly  increas- 
ing percentage  of  the  more  solid  literature,  which,  of  course, 
takes  more  reading. 

The  various  Libraries  contributed  to  this  large  turnover 
as  follows  : — 

Central  Library,  151,310;  Hendon  Branch,  59,300; 

West  Branch,  76,597  ;  Monkwearmouth  Branch,  71,299. 
It  is  satisfactory  to  record  a  continued  slight  decrease  in 
the  percentage  of  Fiction,  which  has  now  dropped  to  the 
comparatively  low  figure  of  50*6  per  cent.,  as  against  50*9 
last  year  There  has  been  an  average  issue  of  1,191  volumes 
per  day.

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NORWEGIAN    CRITICISM    OF  SUNDERLAND 
PUBLIC  LIBRARIES 

Our  Branches  continue  to  be  visited  from  time  to  time  by 
representatives  of  various  Public  Library  Committees  who  are 
considering-  the  introduction  of  the  "  safe  guarded  open  access 
system,"  which  is  being-  rapidly  adopted  in  northern  and  other 
towns.  Two  such  visits  have  been  made  during  the  last  few 
months,  one  of  these  being  from  Bergen,  Norway.  In  a 
printed  report  to  hand,  published  after  a  tour  of  some  of  the 
principal  towns  of  England  and  the  Continent,  the  Librarian, 
Mr.  Arne  Kildal,  states  that  : — 

The  principal  towns  in  England  from  which  to  learn  of 
library  matters  are  Sunderland,  Bolton,  and  Liverpool. 
In  none  of  these  towns  have  they  a  modern  building  for 
their  central  library,  but  in  all  of  them  are  to  be  found 
practical  and  well  furnished  Branches,  mostly  given  by 
Andrew  Carnegie. 

The  principal  library  in  Sunderland  is  with  the 
Museum  in  an  overcrowded  building,  and  is  arranged  in 
the  best  way  possible  to  try  and  meet  the  requirements 
of  the  modern  library  system.  The  most  interesting 
part  of  the  Sunderland  system  is  the  three  Branches, 
with  their  effective  and  successful  working.  The  arrange- 
ments and  administrative  details  are  practically  and  suc- 
cessfully planned.  One  cannot  but  notice  the  splendid 
facilities  for  supervision  over  the  shelves,  reading 
rooms,  and  entrances,  from  a  central  control  desk,  glazed 
to  protect  assistants  from  draughts.  This  unique  arrange- 
ment gives  a  striking  impression,  and  has  now  been 
installed  in  our  library  in  Bergen.  The  exceptional 
organization  of  the  buildings  is  such  as  to  enable  them 
to  be  worked  economically  in  staff  and  at  a  moderate 
cost.  .  .  .  The  impression  received  in  my  hasty 
visit,  is  thai  Sunderland  possesses  a  practical  and  econ- 
omical system    .     .     .    developed  on  right  lines. 
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SOME    MUSEUM  DONATIONS. 

Among  several  interesting"  recent  donations  mention  may 
be  made  of  two  from  Mr.  Victor  A.  Williamson,  c.m.g.,  of 
Whitburn,  Sunderland.    The  first  is  a  "  Tanoa,"  or  Yangona* 
bowl,  brought  from  Fiji,  by  Mr.  Williamson,  who  among  hisj 
various  colonial  offices,  was  Chairman  of  the  Lands  Com- 
mission in  Fiji  from  1879-82.    The  following  is  a  description 

of  the  "  Tanoa  "  : — 

The  bowl,  which  is  of  wood,  and  rich  in  colour,  is  three] 
feet  in  diameter,  and  stands  eight  inches  high  on  short 
feet,  which,  with  the  bowl,  are  cut  out  of  one  solid  piece 
of  wood.  "  Yangona,"  called  "Kava"  in  some  of  the 
groups  in  the  Pacific,  is  the  native  Fijian  beverage,  but 
possesses  an  almost  sacramental  importance  in  the  eyes 
of  the  natives  ;  a  solemn  drinking  of  Yangona  being  the 
prelude  of  all  proceedings  of  especial  importance. 

It  is  prepared  by  cutting  the  Yangona  or  pepper  tree 
root  into  short  pieces,  which  are  then  chewed  by  several 
persons,  usually  young  women,  sitting  round  the  Tanoa, 
to  the  accompaniment  of  a  low  chant.  When  well  mas- 
ticated it  is  spat  into  the  bowl,  and  water  is  freely  poured^ 
upon  it.  It  is  then  strained  with  masses  of  hibyscus 
fibre  until  the  original  substance  is,  presumably  expung- 
ed, and  then  the  potion  is  distributed  to  each  person  in  a 
small  cup,  either  of  cocoa-nut  or  banana  leaf,  and  which 
should  be  drained  without  taking  breath. 

To  most  Englishmen  Yangona  resembles  Gregory's 
powder.  Others  again,  find  it  palatable  ;  especially  as 
a  restorative  when  fatigued. 

There  is  a  rope  of  cocoa-nut  fibre  attached  to  the  bowl, 
which  was  always  extended  towards  the  person  oi 
highest  rank  present  at  the  solemnity.  The  bowl  was 
formerly  in  the  possession  of  the  Buli,  or  Chief  of  Solo- 
i-ra,  a  district  in  the  large  island  of  Viti  Levu,  Fiji. 
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The  second  gfift  is  a  case  containing-  a  splendid  specimen 
of  an  Iceland  falcon,  which  was  kept  alive  for  some  two  years 
by  Mr.  Williamson  and  used  by  him  at  Whitburn  Hall,  from 
1855-57.  It  was  afterwards  stuffed  by  the  late  John  Hancock, 
the  well-known  ornithologist  of  Newcastle-upon-Tyne.  At- 
tached to  the  bird  is  a  hood,  similar  to  those  which  were  used 
in  the  sport  of  falconry. 

SHOWING    MUSEUMS   AND   ART   GALLERIES  TO 
THE    BLIND:  SOME  RESULTS. 

It  is  interesting-  to  record  that  the  report  on  the  experi- 
ments with  adult  and  juvenile  blind  people,  recently  carried 
out  here  with  the  aid  of  a  number  of  capable  ladies  and 
gentlemen,  has  been  very  favourably  received  by  Museum 
Curators  and  those  specially  interested  in  the  blind.  The 
experiments  are  now  being  tried  in  a  number  of  museums, 
and  among  the  various  countries  expressing  interest  are  Can- 
ada, America,  South  Africa,  Australia,  Japan,  Sweden,  Ger- 
many, and  France.  Permission  has  been  sought  from  most 
5f  these  countries  to  reproduce  accounts  or  photographs  of 
•he  experiments,  and  in  order  to  meet  a  desire  on  the  part  of 
sightless  people,  the  whole  of  the  report  has  been  repro- 
duced in  Braille  type  for  English  speaking  blind,  by  the  pub- 
ishers  of  Horn  Jucunda. 

Since  the  publication  of  the  report,  a  further  experiment 
illustrated  by  our  frontispiece —has  been  made  in  the  direc- 
ion  of  pottery  making,  with  a  view  to  the  creation  of  an 
dditional  occupation  for  the  blind.  It  has  proved  so  satis- 
actory,  that,  in  the  opinion  of  capable  potters,  there  is  no 
eason  why  craftsmen  should  not  be  produced  from  among 
le  blind,  for  certain  kinds  of  work,  and  one  local  pottery 
manufacturer-  Mr.  William  Ball,  a  member  of  our  Commit- 
;e— has  kindly  undertaken  to  apprentice  a  suitable  youth  to 
ie  work. 
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It  will  doubtless  be  known  that  some  time  ago,  their 
Majesties  the  King-  and  Queen,  expressed  their  interest  in  the 
experiments,  and  on  their  recent  visit  to  Lord  Durham,  they 
were  given  an  opportunity  by  his  Lordship  to  examine  the 
clay  models  made  by  the  Sunderland  Council  Blind  School 
children,  after  handling  museum  exhibits.  An  expression  of 
their  Majesty's  deep  interest  in  the  new  work  was  sent  to  the 
Museum  through  Lord  Durham,  two  or  three  weeks  ago,  the 
text  of  which  has  already  appeared  in  the  press. 

The  models  examined  by  their  Majesties  have  been  re- 
turned and  are  again  on  view  in  the  Art  Gallery. 

BEDE    COLLEGIATE    SCHOOL  DRAWINGS. 

An  exhibition  of  several  hundred  drawings  by  pupils  of 
the  Bede  Collegiate  Schools,  was  opened  in  the  Art  Gallery 
in  the  middle  of  December.  The  collection,  which  will  re-J 
main  on  view  for  several  weeks,  is  a  good  display  of  ability 
on  the  part  of  the  scholars,  more  especially  when  their  ages 
are  taken  into  consideration,  and  it  is  realised  that  only  about 
ninety  minutes  are  devoted  each  week  to  Drawing.  Con- 
siderable interest  is  being  shown  by  parents  and  others  who] 
have  already  inspected  the  drawings,  and  it  is  felt  that  much 
credit  is  due  to  the  tuition  of  Mr.  J.  W.  Hawkins,  art  master 
in  the  boys'  department,  and  Miss  Stokes,  who  is  art  mistress 
in  the  girls'  school. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  a  successful  exhibition  of 
work  by  children  in  the  Council  Schools,  was  shown  in  the 
Gallery  during  the  Christmas  holidays,  four  years  ago.  There 
have  also  been  exhibitions  of  selected  work  by  students 
the  Corporation  School  of  Art.  Teachers  desirous  of  brin 
ing  classes  to  inspect  the  drawings,  are  requested  to  do  s 
in  the  mornings,  when  possible,  and  in  order  to  prevent  con- 
gestion, arrangements  as  to  date  should  be  made  beforehand, 
when  every  facility  will  be  given. 
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TWO    ART  LECTURES. 

Two  lectures  were  delivered  in  the  Art  Gallery  in  the 
middle  of  November.  The  first  was  entitled  '  'The  History 
of  English  Embroideries,"  and  was  given  by  Miss  E.  V. 
Marchbank.  The  second  was  by  Mr.  Walter  S.  Corder,  the 
subject  being-  "The  Making-  of  Etching's  and  other  prints." 
The  Embroideries  lecture  was  illustrated  by  rare  specimens 
of  embroideries  on  loan  from  the  Victoria  and  Albert  Museum, 
South  Kensington,  and  the  Engravings  lecture  was  supported 
by  a  large  collection  of  etchings  and  tools  used  in  engraving-, 
also  on  loan  from  South  Kensington.  Both  lectures  were 
well  attended  and  much  appreciated.

RECENT   MUSEUM  DONATIONS. 
LEOPARD,    ETC.,    FROM    LORD  DURHAM. 

Our  frontispiece  represents  the  recent  gift  from  the  Earl 
of  Durham.  It  consists  of  a  fine  specimen  of  a  Leopard, 
shot  by  his  Lordship  in  India  in  1882,  a  small  Himalayan 
Bear,  a  young-  fish-eating  Crocodile,  and  an  Indian  Antelope, 
or  Sasin,  displayed  in  jungle  scenery,  which  most  effectively 
shows  them  in  their  more  or  less  natural  haunts. 

The  gift  is  the  outcome  of  the  recent  experiments  held  in 
Sunderland  in  the  showing  of  Museums  and  Art  Galleries  to 
the  Blind,  a  system  which  is  rapidly  being  adopted  in  various 
parts  of  the  world. 

In  lecturing  on  the  experiments  before  the  last  Museums' 
Conference,  the  originator  suggested  that  there  should  be  no 
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difficulty  in  securing-  the  assistance  of  travellers  and  big-game 
hunters  in  collecting-  a  number  of  type  specimens  of  animals  for 
blind  schools  or  institutions  throughout  the  country,  where 
the  blind  might  conveniently  handle  them,  and  so  form  some 
idea  of  their  size  and  shape,  which  in  most  cases  have  hitherto 
been  non-existent  to  them. 

Lord  Durham's  valuable  gift  is  the  first  to  be  made  on 
this  suggestion,  and  was  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Director  of  the  Museum  for  the  use  of  the  Sunderland  blind. 

His  Lordship  has  agreed  to  a  proposal  to  place  the  gift 
in  the  Museum,  on  condition  that  the  Museum  Committee 
hand  over  to  the  Blind  School  certain  similar  specimens 
instead,  which,  though  not  set  up  in  jungle  scenery,  will  be 
more  convenient  for  handling.  In  this  way,  the  general 
public  as  well  as  the  blind  will  benefit  from  his  Lordship's 
generosity. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  mention  here  that  an  application 
has  been  received  from  the  Secretary  of  the  forthcoming 
Anglo-American  Exhibition  in  London,  for  permission  to 
exhibit  the  clay  models  made  by  the  local  blind  after  the 
recent  experiments. 

WEAPONS,   ETC.,   FROM   COLS.   THE  HON.  CHAS. 
AND  WM.  LAMBTON. 

Colonel  The  Hon.  Charles  Lambton,  d.s.o.  ,  and  Colonel 
The  Hon.  William  Lambton,  c.m.g.,  d.s.o.,  have  presented 
to  the  Institution  a  very  fine  collection  of  Soudanese  and 
Malayan  weapons,  costumes,  etc.,  comprising  native  swords, 
spears,  and  coloured  jibbas,  together  with  an  inscribed  flag, 
taken  at  the  battle  of  Omdurman.  Some  remarkably  fine 
examples  of  carved  paddles — from  the  Hervey  Islands  in  the 
South  Pacific, — war  clubs,  and  a  gun,  are  included  in  the  gift 

The  jibbas,  or  smock-like  coats,  were  worn  in  the  Kalifa's 
army,  and  the  differences  in  the  three  included  in  this  gift, 
indicate  that  they  were  worn  by  men  of  rank.  Col.  Chas. 
Lambton,  in  an  interesting  note  on  the  subject,  says  : — 
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"  The  jibbas  worn  by  the  rank  and  file  were  very  common  articles, 
merely  ordinary  coarse  canvas  shirts  with  patches  of  blue  sewn  on. 
When  we  marched  into  Omdurman,  many  of  the  citizens  in  the 
streets  had  evidently  only  just  torn  off  the  blue  patches.  No  doubt 
a  number  never  wished  to  fight  for  the  Kalifa,  but  were  compelled." 

A  war  correspondent  in  describing-  the  end  of  the  battle  of 
Omdurman — 2nd  September,  1898 — says:  "The  Dervishes  broke 
and  fled,  leaving  the  field  white  with  jibba-clad  corpses,  like  a 
meadow  dotted  with  snowdrifts." 

ENTOMOLOGY. 
An  important  collection  of  about  4,800  specimens  of 
butterflies,  moths,  and  beetles,  collected  by  the  late  Mr.  A. 
Harbottle,  has  just  been  presented  to  the  town  by  Mr.  F. 
Harbottle,  his  brother.  Many  of  the  insects  were  taken  in 
the  district,  and  will  fill  in  g"aps  in  the  local  collections. 

THE   COIN  COLLECTION. 

The  coin  collection  has  recently  been  entirely  re-arranged 
and  freshly  labelled.  It  comprises  about  2,000  coins  and 
casts  of  coins,  the  majority  of  which  are  on  exhibition  in  the] 
model  room,  the  remainder  being  stored  for  reference  on, 
application.  The  series  is  divided  into  the  following  classes  :j 
(1)  Ancient  Greek,  dating  from  700  B.C.  to  1  B.C.,  consisting) 
of  electrotypes  ;  (2)  Ancient  Roman,  consisting  of  a  large] 
and  almost  complete  series  dating  from  400  B.C.  to  a.d.  602  ; 

(3)  British  coins  and  tokens  from  Saxon  times  up  to  date  ; 

(4)  British  Colonial  coins  and  tokens  ;  (5)  modern  foreig 
coins.  These  coins  are  arranged  chronologically  in  the  orde 
named.  Casts  have  been  made  of  some  of  the  English  coins 
to  show  the  reverse,  where  only  one  coin  is  available. 

Note  should  be  taken  of  the  very  fine  "  patina"  or  dark 
green  oxidation,  which  characteristically  denotes  age,  on  the 
splendid  coin  of  Titus  (a.d.  79  to  81),  the  Roman  Emperor  who 
took  Jerusalem.  The  five  series  of  denarii  or  silver  Roman 
coins  also  deserve  special  attention  ;  particularly  the  Tiberius 
coin,  which  is  the  "penny"  of  St.  Mark,  ch.  XII.  verses  15-17. 
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This  set  of  denarii  is  lent  by  Mr.  J.  J.  Kitts,  who  has  worked 
untiringly  at  the  identification  of  the  collection,  and  rendered 
valuable  aid  in  this  important  part  of  the  work. 

Local  finds  of  coins  are  represented  by  an  interesting 
denarius  of  Geta  (a.d.  211  to  212),  unearthed  at  Boldon. 

A  very  interesting-  item  among  the  British  coins  is  a  gold 
quarter-noble  of  Edward  III.,  found  near  Seaton  Carew. 
This  is  an  example  of  the  earliest  regular  issue  of  English 
gold  coins.  The  Victorian  groat  is  of  special  interest  to 
Sunderland,  being  the  last  coin  paid  as  carriage  toll  on  the 
Sunderland  Bridge,  by  Alderman  R.  Preston,  on  Nov.  9th, 
1885.  In  the  collection  of  Old  Sunderland  prints,  poems,  etc., 
is  a  poem  on  the  abolition  of  the  halfpenny  toll  on  the  bridge. 
The  Bridge  tokens  are  now  rare  and  valuable,  and  there  is 
only  one  in  the  collection.  There  is  a  drawing  of  another 
token  issued  by  Fawcett,  of  Sunderland,  in  Garbutt's  History 
of  Sunderland. 

Apart  from  its  interest  as  a  popular  exhibit,  the  collection 
is  valuable  as  a  reliable  record  of  by-gone  times,  serving. to 
link  the  past  with  the  present,  and  should,  together  with  the 
(splendid  array  of  British  Historical  iVIedals,  form  essential 
adjuncts  to  the  study  of  English  History.  It  is  hoped  that 
the  interest  shown  in  it  by  the  public  in  general,  and  students 
and  teachers  in  particular,  will  justify  the  work  of  its  prepar- 
ation. 

SUNDERLAND  POTTERY. 

Re-arrangement  has  also  been  made  in  the  Sunderland 
Pottery  collection,  which  steadily  increases.  There  are  now 
>ome  136  pieces  on  exhibition,  including  examples  of  Lustre, 
White,  Mosaic,  Willow,  Majolica,  and  pieces  in  Biscuit  state. 
\mong  the  potteries  represented  are  :  Sunderland,  North 
Tylton,  South  Hylton,  Moor's,  St.  Bede's,  Garrison,  Deptford, 
ind  Southwick  or  Scott's.

MUSIC. 

Three  hundred  volumes  of  Music  and  Musical  Literature 
have  been  added  to  the  Libraries  since  the  last  issue  of  the 
Library  Circular.  It  is  intended  at  a  later  date,  to  issue  a 
revised  edition  of  the  Music  Catalogue,  in  which  these  volumes 
and  all  related  works  added  to  the  Libraries  since  1908,  will  be 
incorporated.  Meanwhile,  readers  specially  interested  in  this 
section  may  ascertain  the  resources  of  the  Libraries — num- 
bering over  1,200  volumes — -upon  enquiry  at  the  central 
Institution. 

THE   PAST  YEAR'S  ISSUES. 

The  number  of  volumes  issued  from  the  Libraries  for  the 
year  ending  30th  October,  1914,  shows  a  satisfactory  increase 
of  2,152;  the  actual  figures  being  360,658  against  358,506 
the  previous  year.  There  has  been  an  average  issue  of  1,192 
volumes  per  day.  The  various  Libraries  contributed  to  this 
issue  as  follows  : — 

Central  Library,  153,062  ;  Hendon  Branch,  61,553  ; 

West  Branch,  74,479;  Monkwearmouth  Branch,  71,564. 

The  departments  indicating  increased  use  are  Hendon 
Branch  (2,253  vols.)  ;  Central  Library  (1,752  vols.)  ;  and 
Monkwearmouth  Branch  (265  vols.)  West  Branch  alone 
records  a  decrease  of  2,118  issues.  The  percentage  of  fiction 
issued  continues  to  show  a  slight  decrease,  that  for  the  period 
under  review  being  50  4  as  against  50'7  in  the  preceding  year. 

WAR  MAPS  AND  NEWS. 

In  order  to  assist  the  public  interest  in  the  war  news,  a 
glazed  screen,  about  12  feet  long,  has  been  erected  outside 
the  Central  building,  at  the  north-west  corner,  and  on  it  is 
exhibited  a  variety  of  information  concerning  the  war.  This 
includes  Maps  of  the  world,  Europe,  Great  Britain  and  its

proximity  to  France  and  Belgium,  and  sections  of  the  princi- 
pal countries  involved.  There  are  Press  Maps  showing-  the 
approximate  present  dispositions  of  the  various  armies,  and 
also  a  daily  summary  of  the  Naval  and  Military  news. 

This  introduction  is  being-  much  appreciated,  and  as  the 
screen  is  illuminated  after  dark,  it  is  consulted  by  a  large 
number  of  people  all  day  long. 

A  large  number  of  selected  volumes  dealing  with  the 
countries  at  war,  together  with  a  number  of  military  works, 
are  being  specially  exhibited  at  each  of  the  libraries.  A  list 
of  some  of  these  is  shown  on  the  above-mentioned  screen. 

EGYPTIAN  ANTIQUITIES 

The  distribution  of  last  season's  Egyptian  excavations  by 
the  British  School  of  Archaeology  in  Egypt,  has  recently  been 
made  to  the  annual  subscribers  to  the  fund,  and  an  interesting 
selection  has  been  received  by  our  Museum. 

The  excavations  were  all  within  about  three  miles,  at  the 
mouth  of  the  Fayum  province,  near  the  town  on  the  great 
dyke  which  is  known  as  Illahun,  or  now  Lahun. 

The  site  cleared  was  of  the  temple  of  the  pyramid  of 
Lahun,  and  was  of  the  period  of  Senusert  II.  of  the  Xllth 
dynasty  (3,400  B.C.).  Three  miles  to  the  East,  at  Harageh, 
many  scattered  cemeteries  were  excavated  and  a  large  number 
of  fine  objects  of  the  same  period  was  found.  The  selection 
sent  to  the  Sunderland  Museum  contains  objects  from 
these  places,  including  specimens  of  red  clay  pottery  of  the 
Xllth  dynasty,  and  also  specimens  of  the  XVIIIth  dynasty 
(1,580  B.C.). 

There  are  eleven  small  pieces  of  bas-relief  sculpture, 
showing  figuring  and  colours,  from  the  pyramid  temple  of 
Senusert  II.  ;  a  section  of  the  outside  casing-stone  of  the 
pyramid  of  Lahun,  which  shows  the  original  tool  dressing; 
flint  flakes,  scarabs,  a  portion  of  a  silver  ear-ring,  and  many 
fine  beads,  including  specimens  in  amethyst,  carnelian, 
amazon  stone,  and  some  made  from  the  shell  of  the  ostrich 
egg,  while  others  are  made  of  glazed  and  unglazed  clay. 

The  Roman  period  in  Egypt  (30  B.C.  to  640  a. d.),  is  repre- 
sented by  several  pieces  of  rough  pottery,  amber  and  shell

beads,  and  a  small  roughly-carved  wooden  box,  held  together 
by  wooden  pegs. 

Most  of  the  objects  mentioned  are  now  on  view  in  the 
show  cases.

British  Artists,  kindly  lent  by  the  Trustees  of  the  National

F.  Watts,  his  life 
and  pictures,"  was  delivered  to  a  crowded  audience  by  the 
Rev.  C.  F.  H.  Soulby,  m.a.,  Rector  of  Jarrow  Grange.  A 
collection,  taken  on  behalf  of  the  Mayor's  local  war  relief 
fund,  realised  the  sum  of  jQ7  2s.  6^d. 

It  is  expected  that  the  Watts  pictures  will  be  returned  to 
London  early  in  December,  the  remainder  of  the  loan  remain- 
ing on  exhibition  until  the  end  of  the  year.  Admission  is  of 
course,  free,  as  usual.

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BOOKS  FOR  THE  TROOPS. 

The  custom  of  dispersing  worn  and  soiled  copies  of 
popular  volumes  from  the  Libraries  among  the  local  charit- 
able institutions  has  been  temporarily  suspended,  and  the 
course  adopted  of  presenting  them  through  the  Durham 
Territorial  Association  to  troops  within  the  County.  The 
Association  has  apportioned  over  3,000  volumes  to  its  various 
military  stations.  About  one  half  of  these  were  contributed 
by  the  Sunderland  Public  Libraries  and  the  other  half  by  the 
West  Hartlepool  Public  Library.  Letters  received  from  the 
Officers  commanding  the  stations  which  received  batches, 
indicate  that  they  have  been  appreciated,  and  proved  of 
interest  and  value  to  the  troops. 

THE  BOMBARDMENT  OF  THE  HARTLEPOOLS. 

Following  the  German  Naval  Bombardment  of  the 
Hartlepools,  on  the  16th  December,  1914 — which  resulted  in 
the  loss  of  120  lives  and  damage  to  over  1,800  buildings — a 
collection  has  been  made  for  the  West  Hartlepool  Public 
Library  of  all  available  photographs,  together  with  a  selection 
of  Press  material  for  the  formation  of  an  Album  recording 
the  Bombardment. 

The  collection  is  of  important  historical  value,  and  the 
major  portion  of  it  has  been  generously  contributed  by  the 
Illustrated  Press  and  its  agencies. 

Prior  to  being  placed  in  an  Album,  the  photographs  were 
exhibited  in  West  Hartlepool,  and  later  for  ten  days  in 
Sunderland,  where  7,489  visitors  inspected  them  during  that 
time. 
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The  collection  has  been  brought  tog-ether  by  the  Director 
of  the  Sunderland  Public  Libraries,  Museum,  and  Art  Gallery, 
who,  since  September,  has  been  acting-  as  Hon.  Supervising 
Librarian  of  West  Hartlepool,  during  the  absence  of  the 
Librarian  (Mr.  J.  A.  Louis  Downey)  on  Military  Service. 

GIFT  BY  MR.   SAMUEL  STOREY. 

The  frontispiece  to  this  issue  of  the  "  Library  Circular" 
is  an  illustration  of  the  painting  by  Mr.  Alfred  Priest,  entitled, 
"Out  of  it,"  which  has  been  generously  presented  to  the 
Town  for  the  Public  Art  Gallery,  by  Samuel  Storey,  Esq., 
d.l.  ,  j. p.  The  picture,  which  measures  7ft.  6ins.  by  4ft.  6ins., 
was  exhibited  at  the  Royal  Academy  in  1913,  where  it  attracted 
considerable  attention. 

Mr.  Storey's  gift  once  more  brings  before  the  Committee 
the  long  standing  need  for  extension  of  the  three  departments 
of  the  Central  Building — Library,  Museum,  and  Art  Gallery. 
Owing  to  the  very  limited  accommodation  it  is  quite  im- 
possible to  place  the  picture  in  a  satisfactory  position  in  the 
Gallery.  Despite  weeding  out  and  re-arrangements  in  each 
department,  the  Gallery  has  for  many  years  been  too  small 
for  the  collections  and  special  exhibition  requirements.  This 
congestion  seriously  limits  the  size  and  character  of  the 
exhibitions,  which  otherwise  the  Committee  could  place  before 
the  public. 

Special  opportunities  equal  to  those  of  larger  towns,  have 
had  to  be  allowed  to  pass  frequently  of  recent  years  through 
this  lack  of  accommodation.  Gifts  have  gone  by,  or  been 
withheld,  and  certain  important  ones  received,  have  not  seen 
the  light  since  their  acceptance.  This  misfortune  is  em- 
phasized when  it  is  realised  that  the  annnal  number  of  visitors 
is  frequently  greater  than  that  to  any  similar  institution 
between  Leeds  and  Edinburgh. 

As  the  rate  supporting  the  Gallery  and  Museum  is  limited 
by  the  Act  under  which  it  is  levied,  to  }4d.  in  the  pound,  and 
the  Libraries  by  a  similar  Act  to  Id.  in  the  pound,  it  will  be 
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seen  that  the  hope  of  realising  the  much  needed  extension  of 
the  Institution,  must,  as  in  the  case  of  more  fortunate  towns, 
lie  in  the  direction  of  private  munificence. 

The  present  moment  might  reasonably  be  considered  an 
inopportune  one  in  which  to  make  reminder  of  the  need,  but 
remembering-  that  the  great  and  important  Peace  to  which  we 
all  look  forward,  will  some  day  be  reached,  and  that  many 
ways  will  be  taken  to  mark  its  consummation,  it  might  not 
be  unreasonable  to  suggest  that  herein  lies  one  of  many 
opportunities  worthy  of  consideration.  Is  it  too  much  to 
hope  that  there  are  citizens  who  at  such  a  time  might  singly 
or  jointly  feel  disposed  to  choose  this  opportunity?  It  is  not 
to  be  forgotten  that  the  character  of  a  town,  as  well  as  its 
intellectual  and  artistic  status,  is  expressed  in  its  institutions. 
The  work  of  Libraries,  Museums,  and  Art  Galleries,  forms  an 
integral  force  in  Public  education,  and  therefore  an  important 
asset  to  a  community.  While  neighbouring  and  other 
towns  have  been  the  fortunate  recipients  of  such  institutions 
from  successful  and  prominent  citizens,  interested  in  the  wel- 
fare of  the  town  of  their  birth  or  adoption,  it  is  unfortunate 
that  so  far,  few  towns,  of  equal  importance,  are  poorer 
than  Sunderland  in  buildings,  institutions,  royal,  national,  or 
local  memorials,  presented  by  its  more  fortunate  citizens. 
Few  families  of  this,  the  largest  shipbuilding  town  in  the 
world,  have  left  tangible  mementos  of  their  memory  to  their 
own  generation,  or  to  a  grateful  posterity  !

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READING    LISTS,  ETC. 

Among  the  Special  Reading  Lists  compiled  and  issued 
free  since  the  last  fesue,  mention  may  be  made  of  those  on 
Russia,  Music,  Shakespeare,  and  the  War. 

The  Russian  List  of  260  volumes  was  prepared  in  con- 
nection with  the  Autumn  course  of  the  University  Extension 
Society's  12  Lectures  on  "  Russia,"  delivered  by  Mr.  R. 
Reynolds,  m.a. 

"Makers  of  Modern  Music  "  was  the  subject  of  the 
second  session's  course,  and  the  Reading  List  consisted  of  a 
selection  of  works  bearing  directly  upon  the  points  of  the 
lectures.  There  are  some  1,250  volumes  of  Music  and 
Musical  Literature  in  the  Central  and  Branch  Libraries,  and 
it  is  hoped  to  issue  a  complete  catalogue  of  these  immediately 
after  the  War. 

The  Shakespeare  List  of  some  200  volumes  was  compiled 
in  connection  with  the  Tercentenary  and  in  view  of  the 
probable  formation  of  a  Shakespeare  Reading  Society,  which 
the  Commemoration  Committee  hope  to  inaugurate  next 
Autumn.  In  addition  to  the  Reading  List,  the  Tercentenary 
was  marked  in  the  Libraries  by  exhibiting  together,  Portraits, 
views  of  Stratford,  a  facsimile  of  the  First  Folio,  and  also  a 
copy  of  the  Stratford  Shakespeare  Bust. 

Additional  bookcases  have  recently  been  added  at  each 
Branch  Library,  for  the  much-needed  accommodation  of 
another  1 ,000  volumes  per  Branch. 
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WAR  ITEMS. 

Two  War  Lists  have  been  made  up  and  comprise  some 
250  selected  volumes  dealing  with  the  countries  at  war,  naval 
and  military  strategy  and  tactics,  and  experiences  on  the 
various  Fronts.  The  glazed  screen  placed  outside  the  building 
and  showing  news  of  "The  War  Day  by  Day,"  continues  to 
be  much  used,  the  Press  articles,  maps,  plans,  etc. ,  being 
constantly  referred  to.  The  Libraries  have  also  been  used 
for  the  exhibition  of  recruiting  posters  and  notices,  and  for 
the  distribution  of  many  hundreds  of  official  pamphlets 
entitled  "  Why  we  must  save  and  how,"  and  ''Economy  in 
food."  • 

Boxes  have  been  placed  at  the  entrance  of  each  of  the 
Libraries  for  the  collection  of  books  and  magazines  for  "The 
Camps'  Library."  There  have  already  been  forwarded,  611 
volumes  and  1,626  magazines  and  periodicals  kindly  con- 
tributed by  the  public  during  the  last  three  months.  Further 
good  readable  contributions  are  urgently  required  for  the 
Sailors  and  Soldiers  in  camp,  hospital,  and  fighting  line. 

EXHIBITIONS. 

A  selection  of  old  Broadsheets,  bills,  public  notices,  etc., 
illustrating  various  features  in  the  history  and  development 
of  Sunderland  during  the  early  part  of  last  century,  has  been 
shown  on  the  screens  in  the  Art  Gallery  for  some  weeks. 

The  Collection — which  is  the  property  of  the  Libraries — 
comprises  notices  concerning  :  — The  need  for  night-watch- 
men ;  oil  lighting  of  streets  ;  introduction  of  paving  ;  gas  ; 
water  pipes  ;  abolition  of  bridge  tolls  ;  suppression  of  swear- 
ing in  factories  ;  naval  and  military  exemptions  ;  election  of 
special  constables  ;  establishment  of  docks,  railways  and 
banks  ;  early  municipal,  poor  law  and  parliamentary  election 
posters  ;  lampoons  ;  cartoons,  etc.  The  collection  which  is 
quaint,  curious,  and  interesting,  is  to  be  preserved  in  a  classi- 
fied form  and  should  prove  helpful  and  valuable  to  future 
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historians  of  the  Town.  The  temporary  display  of  the 
selection,  has,  as  was  expected,  resulted  in  the  addition  by 
gift  of  a  number  of  most  interesting  local  items. 

PRINTS  AND  ENGRAVINGS  OF  DURHAM  COUNTY. 

Arrangements  are  being  made  for  an  exhibition  of  Old 
Prints  and  Engravings  of  Scenery  in  Durham  County.  This 
will  be  complementary  to  an  exhibition  of  Modern  Paintings 
and  Photographs  of  Scenery  in  Durham  County,  shown  in 
the  Art  Gallery  four  years  ago. 

It  will  consist  of  views  of  Durham  Cathedral,  the  Abbeys, 
Churches,  Castles,  Mansions,  Towns,  Rivers,  Landscapes, 
etc. ,  together  with  a  number  of  portraits  of  the  Bishops  and 
other  bygone  personages  of  the  County  ;  to  which  the  Bishop 
of  Durham  has  kindly  contributed.  There  will  also  be  a 
selection  of  old  Maps  and  Plans  of  the  County. 

This  collection — as  in  the  case  of  the  "Old  Sunderland 
Broadsheets"  exhibition — will  be  confined  to  prints,  etc., 
belonging  to  the  Institution,  and  it  is  hoped  that  its  exhibition 
will  prove  as  successful  as  the  preceding  one,  in  securing  the 
gift  of  additions.  It  will,  later,  be  arranged  topographically 
and  preserved  in  cases  for  historical  and  art  reference 
purposes. 

The  collection,  which  is  steadily  increasing,  consists  of 
over  400  prints,  and  is  specially  strong  in  views  of  the 
Cathedral,  there  being  over  70  by  various  engravers.  The 
exhibition  will  open  at  the  beginning  of  July,  for  a  period  of 
two  or  three  months. 

At  a  later  date  there  is  to  be  a  second  and  extended 
exhibition  of  the  44  Views  of  Old  Sunderland." 

MEETINGS,   LECTURES,  ETC. 

On  the  invitation  of  the  Committee,  a  special  meeting  of 
the  Antiquarian  Society  was  held  in  the  Art  Gallery  in  May, 
for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  the  exhibition  of  44  Old  Sunder- 
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land  Broadsheets  and  Public  Notices,"  and  also  for  a  private 
view  of  the  next  exhibition,  "Old  Prints  and  Engraving's  of 
Scenery  in  Durham  County."  The  meeting,  which  was 
presided  over  by  Mr.  G.  W.  Bain,  Past  President  of  the 
Society,  proved  very  interesting,  and  several  items  were 
afterwards  presented  to  the  collections  by  members. 

SCHOOL  VISITS. 

Visits  of  classes  from  various  schools  in  the  Town  and 
County  continue  to  be  made,  and  descriptive  lectures  have 
been  delivered  on  special  subjects  to  senior  scholars  from 
certain  Secondary  Schools,  the  Prehistoric  remains  and  the 
Art  collections  being  the  subjects  in  most  demand. 

DEMONSTRATIONS  FOR  THE  BLIND. 

The  experiments  in  demonstrations  for  the  Blind  are 
continued  occasionally  as  opportunity  permits.  Efforts  have 
been  made  to  make  clear  some  of  the  incidents  of  the  War, 
and  to  explain  the  construction  and  working  of  some  of  the 
more  prominent  weapons  engaged.  Demonstrations  have 
recently  been  given  by  the  Director  to  the  workers  of  the 
Blind  Institute,  by  arrangement  with  the  manager,  Mr.  G.  I. 
Walker  ;  and  also  to  the  pupils  of  the  Council  School  for  the 
Blind,  under  the  Head  Teacher,  Mr.  J  as.  Smith,  m.a„ 

Complete  shells,  portions  of  shells  from  the  battlefields, 
and  some  collected  after  the  West  Hartlepool  bombardment, 
hand  grenades,  an  incendiary  bomb  dropped  from  a  Zeppelin, 
etc.,  were  handled  by  the  Blind,  in  order  the  better  to  under- 
stand the  various  items  described. 

Sir  C.  Arthur  Pearson,  Bart. ,  in  a  communication  following 
his  visit  to  the  town,  says  that  he  "  hopes  later  to  be  able  to 
assist  in  the  even  wider  adoption  of  Sunderland's  exceedingly 
practical  and  interesting  experiments  in  the  showing  of 
Museums  and  Art  Galleries  to  the  Blind."  The  experiments 
originated  herein  pottery  making,  are  likely  to  be  extended 
to  blinded  soldiers,  by  an  interested  pottery  designer  and 
producer  in  the  South. 
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The  general  literature  and  music  provided  for  the  town's 
Blind  readers  continues  to  be  appreciated,  and  the  number 
of  users  is  steadily  increasing. 


MUSEUM   AND   ART  GALLERY  DONATIONS. 


The  Gallery  has  been  enriched  by  casts  of  selected 
examples  of  renowned  classical  sculptures,  kindly  presented 
by  the  Trustees  of  the  British  Museum,  where  the  original 
works  are  exhibited.  The  gift  is  the  first  of  three  or  four 
instalments  to  be  made  over  several  years,  and  when  com- 
pleted, the  selection  will  illustrate  the  development  of  sculpture 
from  Assyrian  times  down  to  the  late  Roman  period.  The 
first  pieces  presented  are  : — 

Head  of  Seti  I.,  King-  of  Egypt  about  1350  B.C.,  Egyp- 
tian sculpture;  "  The  Wounded  Lioness,"  Assyrian  sculpture 
in  low  relief,  date  about  B.C.  626;  Figure  of  Apollo,  early 
Greek  sculpture  ;  Slab  of  the  North  Frieze  of  the  Parthe- 
non, showing  a  procession  of  Athenian  Cavalry,  Greek 
sculpture,  about  B.C.  434;  Head  of  Demeter,  Greek  sculpture; 
Cast  of  the  Bronze  of  Dioscuri,  a  full  figure  study,  Hellen- 
istic ;  and  a  Bust  of  Julius  Caesar,  Roman  sculpture.

The  irregular  publication  of  The  Circular  is  due  to  causes 
ajfjsitig  from  the  War,  but  the  activities  of  the  various  depart- 
ments of  the  Institution  are  being  carried  on  as  well  as  staff 
arrangements  and  other  limitation^  permit. 

Through  the  provision  of  special  reading  lists,  efforts  have 
been  continued  in  helping  readers  of  special  subjects,  and  fol- 
lowers of  courses  of  lectures.

The  issues  from  the  four  Libraries  during  1917  have  been 
308,873  volumes,  a  daily  average  of  1,016.  Solid  reading  formed 
54-75%-  The  issues  arc  going  steadily  up  again  to  normal,  and 
the  quality  is  showing  improvement,  technical  literature  being 
much  in  demand.  Last  year's  total  is  an  increase  of  20,672 
volumes  on  that  of  the  preceding  year. 

Camps'  Library.  The  contributions  to  the  Camps'  Library 
during  10,17  were  1,066  volumes  and  4,611  .Magazines  and  Weekly 
Publication s.     further  contributions  are  earnestly  invited. 


MUSEUM. 

A  number  of  classes  from  the  Elementary  Schools  and  mem- 
bers of  various  societies  have  made  visits,  and  descriptions  or 
short  addresses  have  been  given  to  several  of  these. 

Progress  has  lately  been  made  in  the  arrangement  of  the 
Marine  Zoology-  specimens,  and  numerous  descriptive  labels  com- 
piled and  exhibited. 

The  cases,  of  models  of  Injurious  Insects  and  their  destructive 
work,  are  being  increased  by  the  addition  of  haif-a-dozen  other 
examples.  Several  cast  s  of  Beneficial  Insects  are  also  being  added. 
The  models  are  frequently  consulted  by  allotment  holders  and 
others. 
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Among  a  number  of  recent  donations  to  the  Museum  are 
several  interesting  additions  to  the  collection  of  war  relics.  There 
has  also  been  an  important  gift  of  25  old  watches,  movement-., 
and  cases,  of  the  period  1755  to  1850.  These  include  two  speci- 
mens made  by  Gilbert  Allison  and  G.  R.  Taylor  of  Sunderland. 
The  donation  is  from  Mr  Evans  Roberts,  London,  who  recently 
presented  his  collection  of  2.000  specimens  to  the  Victoria  and 
Albert  Museum,  on  condition  that  a  number  should  be  presented 
to  certain  selected  provincial  museums.  Watchmakers  in  the 
district  have  been  invited  to  meet  at  a  later  date  to  discuss  the  gift. 

Important  additions  have  been  made  by  Dr  G.  Abbott, 
F.G.S.,  to  the  collection  of  local  Magnesian  Concretions,  prin- 
cipally from  the  Fulwell  quarries.  These  strange  and  beautiful 
concretions,  peculiar  to  this  particular  district  and  of  universal 
geological  interest,  have  been  described  in  the  Proceedings  of  the 
Geologists'  Association,  Vol.  27,  pt.  3,  1916.  The  collection  is 
now  considered  to  be  the  best  and  most  complete  known. 


THE    LOCAL  BLIND. 

During  the  hist  year,  good  use  has  been  made  of  the  literature 
for  the  Blind,  379  Volumes  having  been  issued  to  the  26  readers  at 
present  on  the  register. 

Further  war  relics  have  been  shown  and  described.  At  the 
recent  meeting  at  the  Mansion  House,  London,  called  to  consider 
the  formation  of  an  association  for  the  preservation  and  distribu- 
tion of  war  trophies  and  relics,  the  Director  was  invited  to  speak 
on  the  subject,  and  to  exhibit  and  explain  a  collection  of  photo- 
graphs of  demonstrations  in  the  showing  of  war  weapons  and 
relics  to  the  blind  of  Sunderland.  Reproductions  of  several  of 
these  appeared  in  The  Graphic  of  2nd  June,  1917.  A  demon- 
stration took  place  during  the  recent  "  Tank  Week."  The  blind 
having  expressed  a  desire  to  inspect  the  tank,  permission  wa> 
kindly  granted  by  Lieut. -Gen.  Montgomery,  Commander  of  the 
Northern  District,  for  special  facilities  which  enabled  the  blind 
to  be  the  first  to  "  see  "  the  tank  on  its  arrival.  Help  given  in 
the  arrangements  by  the  Mayor  and  Town  Clerk  was  much 
appreciated. 

In  order  to  convey  a  general  idea  of  the  design  and  working 
of  a  tank,  an  interesting  model  constructed  in  metal,  about  two 
feet  in  length,  was  previously  secured  and  described  to  the 
children  in  the  Council  Blind  School  and  also  to  the  workers  m 
the  Blind  Institute.  In  this  way  the  3s  blind  persons  had  some 
idea  of  the  real  tank  before  inspecting  it  at  the  Railway  Station. 

A  copy  of  an  interesting  film  of  the  Corporation  procession 
to  the  "  Tank,"  and  also  the  private  inspection  by  -the  Blind, 
has  been  kindly  presented  by  the  proprietors  of  the  Havelock 
Picture  House. 
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EXHIBITIONS, 

Load  exhibitions  have  been  continued  in  the  Art  Gallery, 
Several  being  of  topical  interest.  Among  them  were:— The  fir. si. 
hcrica  of  "  Raemakkbks'  Wak  Cartoons,"  bj  which  i lie  sum  of 
&8o  was  raised  in  voluntary  contributions  for  the  Belgian  Fund. 
This  was  followed  by  Water  Colour  Drawings  of  "  British 
Trench  Scenes  in  France  and  Flanders,"  by  Lieut.  Handley 
Kead,  R.B.A.  ;  Photographs  of  WOMEN  IN  MUNITION  WORK  "  ; 
and  72  "Original  Drawings  by  Capt.  BairnsfatHEr  "  also 
dealt  with  the  War.  At  this  last  exhibition  the  sum  of  £62  was 
secured  through  the  collection  box  for  the  Durham  Light  Infantry 
Prisoners  of  War  Fund.  A  Collection  of  large  Photographs  of 
"  Ca  thedrals,  Abbeys,  and  Castles  of  Great  Britain  " 
proved  popular,  as  did  an  exhibition  of  over  300  Plans,  Sketches, 
and  Photographs  of  "Town  Planning  and  Garden  Cities, " 
kindly  contributed  by  H.M.  Office  of  Works  and  various  other 
authorities  representing  21  districts. 

There  are  at  present  on  view  about  400  "  Original  Drawings 
hy  Modern  Book  Illustrators,"  170  well-known  artists  being 
represented.  A  catalogue  is  on  sale  at  one  penny.  A  number  of 
students  from  the  Corporation  and  private  Art  Schools  are  making 
notes  or  studies  of  this  exhibition. 

During  "  Tank  Week  '\  the  large  painting,  "  A  TANK  IN 
ACTION,"  by  John  Hassall.  R.T.,  was  kindly  lent  by  Sir  Wm. 
A^hbee  Tritton,  one  of  the  inventors  of  the  Tank,  who  has  since 
agreed  to  lend  the  picture  to  a  number  of  other  towns  during 
their  "  Tank  Week."  4,374  persons  viewed  the  painting  during  its 
we  eh  here. 

Through  special  arrangements  we  were  able  to  transfer  the 
first  five  of  the  above  exhibitions  to  our  neighbouring  town,  South 
Shields,  and  the  first,  also  to  West  Hartlepool,  before  dispersing 
or  returning  them, 

Arrangements  are  under  way  for  other  exhibitions  at  prob- 
ably early  dates.  One  of  these  will  be  sixly  to  seventy  of 
the  original  Muirhead  Bone  War  Drawings,  together  with  the 
Francis  Dodd  portraits  of  Generals  and  Admirals. 

The  rtsitors  to  the  Gallery  during  1917  totalled  104,424.
